them. Although he would not dis- 
cuss political matters, he said, "We 
must pray and feed love into the 
hearts of people who desire 
peace," he said. 

He said that, as a pastor, his duty 
is centred around helping his fel- 
low-men. He said that the church, 
through its nuns, was helping distri- 
bute food in the refugee camps, 
while hospitals took care of the 
injured. Medicines were also dis- 
pensed where required. 


Asked if he knew what the 
Pope's intentions were in helping 
peace to reach the Holy Lana, 
Sabbah said he was not involved in 
political plans, which were the con- 
cern of the Vatican's political de- 
partment. But he agreed that form- 
ing an Inter-sectarian standing 
committee was of supreme import- 
ance (n order to co-ordinate all 
actions and reach unity fn faith in 
God, and to prepare a spiritual 
position for achieving justice and 
peace. 

"One of our aspirations is to 
have this unity,” the Patriarch said. 
“We hope and pray that at last we 
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U Patriarch Sabhah talks to The Star's reporter 


can have the justice and peace - 
which we badly need - after so 
many years.” Patriarch Michel 
Sabbah ended his short Interview 
with The Star by expressing his 
view that the two-month-old popu- 
lar uprising In the occupied territory 

was helping the world "see our 
needs." "But the principle Is to do 
something. What they are doing 

now, I hope, will not stop at its 
initial steps, but will continue until a 
solution (to the Palestine problem} 
is found.

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JIPA aims 
at enhancing 

administrative 

capacity

SINCE ITS foundation In 1968 with 
the objective of enhancing 
professional performance end ad- 
ministrative capacity to serve the 
country's economic and social 
development schemes, the Jordan 
institute of Public Administration 
(JIPA) has played a significant 
functional role as a catalyst for 
management training and consul- 
tation programmes. 

in order to meet the country's 
continuous development efforts in 
the area of administration, Jl PA’s 
programmes during the forthcom- 
ing years, will be further enhanced 
so as to include the carrying out of 
the new civil service by — law and 
the Implementing of the recom- 
mendations put forward by the top 
management seminar, which was 
held in Amman in August 1987, 
according to JIPA's Director Gen- 
eral, Mr Abdullah Ellian. 

In an Interview with The Star Mr 
Ellian outlined JIPA’s three main 
channels of operation; training, 
consultation and research for the 
coming five years (1988-1993). 
He said that these channels are 
based on the findings of the ques- 
ttonaire circulated during the 
top-management seminar, the 

new civil Bervice by-law, and the 
recommendations of the Royal 
Commission lor Administrative 
Development (RCAD).

\ Consultation with the MOHG 
I has been recently completed with 
respect to the clarification of com- 
munication links between the Mln- 
I Istry and Its departments: The 
Royal Cultural Centre, Libraries 
and Documentations, Culture and 
Arts and the Department Antiqui- 
ties. 

Finalization of the Ministry of 
Tourism law, added Mr Ellian la 
underway. Upon Its ratification by 
the Parliament It will Include an ar- 
ticle on establishing chambers of 
tourism allowing all private sector 
firms to have a union supervised 
by the Ministry, "This step will fur- 
ther promote internal tourism In 
the country." he said. 

JIPA, said Mr Ellian, is also in- 
volved In preparing a draft law for 
the new financial regulations and 
allowances of government Institu- 
tions, where ft will design manuals 
for financial officers and accoun- 
tants, as outlined by RCAD. 

External co-operation 

The Institute needs financial and 
technical assistance, outside its 
existing capacity, to be able to 
carry out its programmes, said Jl 
PA's director. He said that initial 
approval has been reached for co- 
operation with Harvard and Pitts- 
burgh universities to conduct a 
top- management seminar in Jor- 
dan during the summer of 1988, 
which Is designed to serve Jordan 
and the region. 

The Economic Development In- 
stitute (EDI) in Washington has 
agreed to co-operate with JIPA in 
providing courses in management, 
economic development, and regio- 
nal planning. This agreement, said 
Mr Ellian, will be Implemented in 
April 1988. 

The Department of Administra- 
tive Development (DAD) co- op- 
erates with (JIPA) In the field of 
management where it sends to 
Jordan specialists of its staff to 
assess the country's needs in 
management development and 
consultancy. A three- year con- 
tract has been drafted with (DAD) 
to send to Jordan 160 experts 
from different parts of the world to 
assist Jordanian institutions In 
management consultancy with ref- 
erence to the findings of the top- 
management seminar. 

Staff training 

Every member of JIPA's staff is 
given one or two opportunities 
each year to attend a training 
oouree or seminar In Arab and 
foreign countries, according to Mr 
EUlan, "These courses", he said, 
"are designed for the "staff 
self-development" where they at- 
tend courses on management 
consultancy." 

He said that during Ramadan, 
when the Institute la closed to the 
public, JIPA's staff attend courses ( 
to develop their training abilities , 
and communication skills in the 
Arablo and English languages. 
Such courses, he explained, are 
conducted with the assistance of 
the Management Centre of Ire- 
land, the British Technical Assis- 
tance and the United States 
Agency for international Develop- 
ment (USAID). 

Training unit 

Since 1968, JIPA has provided 
training for over 12042 personnel 
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Mr Ellian gives certificates to graduates from JIPA 


in the public and private sectors, 
and offered more than 60 studies 
and consultations. It has also con- 
ducted regular research to sup- 
port its training activities which 
consist of developing in-house 
theoretical materials as assisting 
training tools to enhance the train- 
ing process. 

Director of the Training Unit, 
Miss Malak Ai-Nasser, who was 
lately in the United States where 
she obtained a Masters degree in 
Public Administration, said that the 
Institute runs two types of cour- 
ses at its premises: general cour- 
ses for government and private In- 
stitutions and specially designed 
courses to meet the specific 
needs of certain agencies. 

She said that 1988 activities, 
consist of 100 programmes with a 
total of 4000 training hours de- 
signed for approximately 1500 
participants. Miss Nasser, who 
takes part in designing the cour- 
ses, supervising and assessing 
them, said that at the end of each 
course, participants are requested 
to submit to the Institute their eva- 
luation of the course. “The 
feedback, we receive from them 
helps the Institute evaluate Its ef- 
forts and policies,” she said. 

Fifty per cent of the courses, 
she said, concentrate on human 
behaviour. They are designed to 
develop the communication skills 
of employees, "especially those 
who sit at counters and reception 
desks as their jobs demand direct 
contact with the public." 

The other part of the Institute's 
programmes deals with man- 
agement functions, planning, orga- 
nization, co-ordination, decision- 
making, problem-solving and staf- 
fing. 

"In the end," Miss Nasser said 
"the Institute's, programmes vary 
according to the needs and re- 
quirements of the country to serve 
the development efforts of the dif- 
ferent institutions and agencies." . 

Ethical obligation , 

Mr Ellian, who Is now preparing j 
hia doctorate thesis on "Ethical 
Obligations of Top-Managers In 
Both the Public and Private Sec- 
tors," said that the Institute's ef- 
forts can be materialised only with 
the support of top-management | 

officials In the country, who should | 
be able to accept change and re- , 
form because "resistance to | 
change kills new Ideas. Only 
through their support, co-operat- 
ion and openness can their civil 
servants perform effectively.”

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Fast food in Jordan 

Necessity or social activity ?

IN OUR culture, cooking at home 
for (he family and friends is still 
very much the epitome of Arab ho* 
spits lily. Preparation of deliciously 
spiced and tastefully served cui- 
sines has made Arab meals so po- 
pular throughout the world. For 
this reason, ft Is the more surpris- 
ing to team that the outbreak of 
western-type fast food restau- 
rants serving what has been 
termed "Junk food" has had a 
large positive response from the 
general public of Jordan. 

ft appears that there were only 
one or two reputable western-type 
fast food restaurants in business 
In Jordan (n the early eighties. To- 
day, there are well over a 
dozen such places serving 
foods such as the famous 
American cheeseburger - and 
French fries, the popular English 
‘fish and chips', the Italian pan 
pizza and garflc bread, to name a 
few. 

“We were surprised at the quick 
public response,*' stated an em- 
ployee of Pizza Hut. "We opened 
our branch In December 1984 and 
we now have two other branches. 
We expect to open two more 
branches In Irbld and Aqaba In the 
near future,” he added. 

Unlike those surprised at the 
positive response of Jordanian 
customers, Mr Zelad Tuaimeh, ow- 
ner and operator of 'Chill House', 
located at the eighth circle states 
that he expected such a response 
from the focal public. Having op- 
erated a chain of Chili Houses’ in 
the United States for nine years. 
Tuaimeh returned to Jordan in 
1079 and started a ‘Chill House/ 

"I expected a positive response 
from the local public," said 
Tuaimeh, “Amman is developing 
and the people— especially the 
younger generation, are willing to 
accept new Ideas." 

It Is evident from the increase In 
the number of fast-food restau- 
rants that they are hare to stay. 
However, questions have been 
asked as to whether the quick re- 
sponse of people to such rastua- 
rants Is based on sheer curiosity 
or genuine interest. Such ques- 
tions are of great Interest to ow- 
ners of such businesses as many 
feel that It will take a tong time be- 
fore reaturanta of this nature 
serve the function and role that 
they play In societies such as that 
oi tne United States where a lot of 
working people heavily depend on 
the quick service they provide. 

"Flfty-fJve per cent of our popu- 
lation are under 18 years of age,” 
stated Jerry E. Khalaf, co-owner 
of ‘Tom and Jerry 1 , established 
three years ago. “These are our 
future customers. ■ More women 
are working now, so we hope this 
will have an Impact on the fast 
food business here. "However," 
he added, "the working hours here 
In Jordan work against auoh a 
business. The working people We 
would heavily depend on generally 
have a long two-hour lunch break 
. which they prefer to spend at 
home/' Khalaf said. "A large per- 
centage of these people opt io eat 
at home.” , 

An employee of ‘McBurger’ 
wishing to remain anonymous 
agrees with the latter comment. 
“Eating at a faeHood restaurant 
In Jordan is still more of a' social 
activity lhan a necessity," he 
stated, "The general concept of 
fast food h&s still to be applicable 
here, in Jordan. Compared to Eu- 
rope and the United States where, 
you have more couples working 
and constantly travelling, hence 
spending a lot of time outside the 
home, people in Jordan! 'still ’have 
pfetity of time to cook, he added/ 
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Cheep prices of fast food attract youngsters 


An unofficial survey done on 
the types oi people who visit fast 
food restaurants In Jordan has 
revealed that the majority of cus- 
tomers eating form such places 
are mainly the foreign population 
and Jordanian middle and upper 
class families.

"falafeP, etc," said Husam Rabah, 
co-owner and operator of ‘Tom and 
Jerry. "Therefore, you are still 
dealing with a small percentage of 
people." 

Rabah continued t 0 state that 
this business Is still very much a 
summer time business which 
should not be the case If owners 
are to make any real money. 

So where does this leave the fu- 
ture growth and success of fast 
food restaurants? Besides getting 
more of an Integrated group of 
people coming to such places, op-

orators of such restaurants are 
very concerned about the present 
government laws and regulations 
applied to their establishment. 
Presently prices of food sold In all 
restaurants in Jordan are set and 
regulated by the government. 
Some restaurants have problems 
with such regulations as they feel 
some of the foods they sell should 
be priced according to quality and 
not baaed on the type of food be- 
ing sold. 

“The government should con- 
duct a study of the fast-food mar- 
ket before establishing prices," 
Rabah stated. "Rolls for our ham- 


burgers are specially made for us 
and our hamburgers are 100 per 
cent pure beef although It costs us 


more to prepare and to produce 
our top-quality hamburgers than it 
does other restaurants serving low- 
grade hamburgers; we ares till 
forced to charge the same price for 
our food 69 everyone else,'’ Rabah 


said. "This," he added, "Is a very 
big problem for fast-food res- 
taurants trying to succeed In the 
business." Already, there is too 
much competition In the habmru- 
ger business for Jordan's small 
population, concluded Rabah. 

Tuaimeh, owner of 'Chill Mouse' 
also believes that the future suc- 
cess of this market largely 
depends on the efforts made by 
the owners who will have to en- 
sure that they are giving their cus- 
tomers top quality food and ser- 
vices. If you fail to produce good 
food and top quality service, it Is 
highly unlikely that the business 
will survive by namjs only, "even if 
you bring a big hamburger chain 
like 'McDonalds'," Tuaimeh stated. 
“Customers are looking for good 
food and they want to get their 
money's worth when they come to 
these places. Also, a lot of these 
people have eaten in other fast 
food restaurants abroad so they 
know what to look for," he added. 

There are still a lot of other fac- 
tors that will either have to change 
or be improved on before fast food 
restuarants in Jordan reach their 
full potential. "It may take about 
10 years before this happens," 
said Khalaf. "But this largely 
depends on a lot of things mainly 
a change In the system," he ad- 
ded. 

Also unlike other restaurants 
serving local and international 
cuisines, fast food restaurants still 
remain e lot cheaper than these 
other restaurants. Many restaurant 
owners hope that this factor will 
work as an incentive In boosting 
the business. 

According to Mr Bassam 
Kawash, co-owner of the 'Orient 
Restaurant’ which specializes in 
charcoal-grill dishes and also 
serves the more traditional Arab 
dishes. "A lot of things are chang- 
ing In Jordan and it is for this 
reason that I believe fast food 
restaurants will succeed." He said, 
“These are a lot cheaper and are a 
lot more relaxed and fun for the'

IT IS nine in the morning. Omar and 
his friends stealthily leave the 
school premises. When they are 
very sura that there is no teacher in 
the vicinity, they break Into a run. At 
least they all reach their destina- 
tion. It is very crowded there and 
the people resemble a swarm of 
bees around their hive. 

Going to Inspect what all the 
hassle is about you find yourself 
smothered In human flesh. Peering 
into (he small room where everyone 
Is gathered you find what every- 
one has been waiting for: "falafell” 

Since 1960, recalls Farouk Al- 
Humssf, (Abu Mahjoub), kids, 
mothers and fathers have been 
Invading his "falafel" place. Not 
only do they come in the mornings, 
but throughout the whole day, night 
and ealry hours of the morning. A 
lot of them come to eat a sandwich 
after just having had dinner at an 
exclusive restaurant. 

As he was preparing a dish 
known as “fattah" (chickpeas 
mixed with bread and oil as well as 
many other things) Abu Mahjoub 
talked to the Star. 

He learned his profession from 
his father who also learned the art 


from his father before him. At the 
age of twenty, he became appren- 
ticed to his father who, by the wav 
was also called Abu Mahjoub. This 
tradition will be carried out by the 
present owner; his three sons will 
take over when he retires, and only 
then wil he tell them the secrets 
behind the special formulas. 

For the past 28 years he has 
remained in the same place. It 
basically consists of a small room 
where the falafel is fried, made Into 
sandwiches, and the finishing 
touches added to the rest of the 
food. Every afternoon, he and his 
helpers, who work two shifts, 
mar £ h of U° anolher larger kitchen 
nearby. There, they prepare the 
pastes, and mix herbs which go 
Into every dish. 

Modernization has now enterd 
the "falafel" world. Rather than the 
traditional shape that we are used 
to seeing, they are now found in 
larger sizes stuffed with peas and 
onions. However, this conservallve, 
Abu Mahjoub, has adhered to the 
old ways and refuses to change 
anything In hfs creations. 

He reluctantly revealed some of 
the Ingredients that go Into making 
" falafel:" chickpeas, onions, garlic 
and a special mixture of herbs are 
all combined together. They are 
then shaped ana fried. He would 
not say what herbs he used, since 
they are a family secret. 

Every month he uses a 100 kilos 
of "falafel" paste and every day he 
makes 7,000 rounds of "falater As 
he sprinkled some pine seeds over 
a plate of "fattah he said that 
people come to buy this sort of 
food because It is cheap, in the old 
days a sandwich cost as Ifttle as 15 
fils. Now it costs a 100 fils. Yet this 
is still considered to be a very 
reasonable price.

and the sugar in the beverage." 

Furthermore, the bread used In 
the hamburger sandwltch Is made 
of refined flour and doss not con- 
tain the fibre we need. The meal, 
containing about 1000 calories, 
might give us half the amount of 
catorle9 we need for our dally con- 
sumption, but it does not contain 
all tne nutrients we require. 

To maintain a balanced diet dur- 
ing the real of our day, she stresses 
that "We should Include in our food 
certain amounts of vegetables, 
fruits and milk. 

Moderate amounts of fat "are 
necessary for replenishing the 
body's fuel-supply, and for the 
support and protection of certain 
organs”, she says 

However, excess fat causes 
obesity which may be the cause of 
many Illnesses, me problem with 
fast food, she notes, "Is that peo- 
ple tend to eat the same thing over 
and again. That reduces the variety 
of food they consume". A balanced 
diet, she concludes, helps people 
stay fit and healthy, maintain a 
constant weight and stay away 
from diseases.

"The phenomenon of fast food In 
the country Is part of the Western 
cultural Invasion, Influencing our 
music, ololhlng, and patterns of 
behaviour,” according to professor 
Sari Naslr, chairman of thte Sociolo- 
gy Department at the University of 
Jordan. 

This subject, he believes, should 
be widely discussed and given 
attention. "Individuals ought to be 
educated, at schools and universi- 
ties, to abide by certain norms and 
learn how to preserve their national 
Identity," he says. Parents, profes- 
sors and mass media are responsi- 
ble for educating the young on the 
Impacts of western culture. 

Fast food, Dr Naslr says, Is the 
result of the change in women's 
role In the society and the break- 
down of extended agricultural fami- 
lies. Women, he argues, who used 
to plant, grow and prepare food for 
the family are now engaged In 
education and professional 
careers, whereby they do not have 
time any more for their house 
routines. Moreover, agricultural 
societies have moved to industry 
which resulted in the break-down 
of extended families and the 
appearance of nuclear one9. 


Dr Naslr goes on to say that 
"people's perception of time has 
changed,” saying that time haB 


become more important fn peo- 
ple's lives. They turned to fast food 
because agriculture became a slow 
and time-consuming process. 

He says that houss-meals which 
used to form a sort of family union, 
where members sit together and 
discuss their Issues, are no longer 
existent. "People now grab a sand- 
witch on their way to work or home 
and consume It quickly, unthinking 
of its nutritious Ingredients, 

Food has become mors of a 
product with specifications con- 
cerning chemicals, preservatives 
and expiry dateB, which Is creating 
a threat to people's lives and well- 
being. 

"This has caused the question of 
food to become a major issue and 
worry in people’s lives, especially 
with recent nuclear contamian- 
tlon." 

Dr Naslr urges that individual 
planting of food should be encour- 
aged, and people ought to become 
involved in the production of food 
for their own consumption. 

Nutritious food, which used to be 
planted and grown in abundance at 
people's ranches and farms, "Is 
now becoming a rarity sold expen- 
sively at health-shops.”

Hl.j MAJESTY King Hussein said 
Tuesday that tho current Pales- 
tinian uprising in the occupied ter- 
ritories is an historic event that 
would put the Palestinian issue in 
general, ancf the occupation prob- 
lem in particular in Its proper per- 
spective.

WITH ITS establishment in Janu- 
ary of 1966, the Jordan supermar- 
ket in the Abdoun valley tells us a 
story about the generation of 
shoppers who have made the Jor- 
dan Supermarket corner their 
in-place.

ON 12 February, 1980, Their 
Majesties King Hussein and 
Queen Noor opened the Jordan 
National Gallery, under the au- 
spices of The Royal Society of 
Fine Arts.

Today, eight 
years later, It has almost a thou- 
sand works of art In its permanent 
collection!

People behind the scenes 

HRH Princess Wljdan All, her- 
self an accomplished artist, has 
been the prime force behind the 
formation of The Royal Society of 
Fine Arts, the organization under 
which the Jordan National Gallery 
operates. It was established In 
1979 under the Patronage of Her 
Majesty Queen Noor. Since then, 
Princess Wljdan has been the Pre- 
sident of the Society’s 14-msmber 
Board of Trustees. With them, she 
has worked relentlessly to fulfill 
the principal aim of the society: 
promoting the fine arts of 
Jordan and of the Arab-lslamlc 
countries nationally and inter- 
nationally. 

Her enthusiastic and dedicated 
ally In this work has been Suhail 
Blsharat, the Director of the 
National Gallery. Blsharat trained 
as a petroleum geologist and 
worked In oil exploration, until his 
passion for the arts took over. He 
has been the Director of the Gall- 
ery since 1981, and has subse- 
quently had some limited specia- 
lized training in museum man- 
agement. 

"Whatever training the museum 
staff has acquired haB been pro- 
vided within the museum Itself on 
a daily basis after they have been 
hired. Each learns as the museum 
evolves, yet all are expected to 
perform not only to international 
standards, but with a programme 
of exhibitions which even a far lar- 
ger, trained staff would find diffi- 
cult to accommodate.” Blsharat 
writes in his article published in 
the International Journal of 
Museum Management and Cura- 
torshlp. 

Bisharat's staff Is made up of 
Iman Bibl (secretary), Michele Hl- 
jazeen (storage and exhibition), 
Mahmoud Jabrll (documentation 
and library) Zaher Shalalfeh 
(reception) and Nassef (billboy). 


They perform the day-to-day 
tasks of the Gallery relating to ac- 
quiring, conserving and exhibiting, 
as well as documenting informa- 
tion on all Arab and Islamic artists. 

In order to make their tasks ea- 
sier, a computer has been donated 
to the Gallery by a Board member. 
Other difficulties arise In their 
work, from staff training to con- 
trolling the temperature and hu- 
midity for the preservation of the 
artwork. The Gallery shows no 
signs of these, but of the profess- 
ionalism and hard work of the peo- 
ple behind the scenes. 

The Royal Society of Fine Arts 
haB the gigantic responsibility, fin- 
ancial and otherwise, of keeping 
the Gallery open, and supporting 
activities connected with It. In ad- 
dition to this, other means are em- 
ployed to realize the society's 
aims. It provides financial and mo- 
ral support to artists in Jordan, by 
securing scholarships, and orga- 


nizing exhibitions nationally and 
internationally to show their work. 
Competitions are organized, and 
awards presented locally and 
internationally to facilitate the em- 
ergence of new and undiscovered 
talent. 

One of Ihe aspirations of the 
society Is to acquire works of con- 
temporary Third World artists, with 
the intention of forming a museum 
of Third World Art. 

Aa a non-governmental, non- 
profit organization, it depends on 
donations and grants from individ- 
uals and Institutions in Jordan, the 
Arab world and abroad. Assis- 
tance cornea from the Royal Pa- 
lace and members of the Royal 
Family, private individuals, govern- 
ment bodies, banks, commercial 
establishments and the artists 
themselves, In the form of cash 
and kind, as well as moral support. 

Royal Jordanian Airlines pro- 
vides free transportation for In- 
coming and outgoing exhibits, 
making an Invaluable contribu- 
tion to the cultural exchange be- 
tween Jordan and other countries. 

Location and facilities 

The Gallery Is housed in a re- 
modeled villa, located in the Mun- 
tazah Al-Weibdah In Jebel Weib- 
dah. Originally a one-storey build- 
ing, it was expanded in 1984 with 
the addition of another floor, as 
more space was needed to display 
the growing permanent collection 
and the Increasing number of visit- 
ing shows. 

Local companies donated build- 
ing materials. Architect Ja'farTou- 
kan donated his time and talent to 
the project, giving the second floor 
his trademark of striking but un- 
complicated lines, and excellent 
use of light and space. The unos- 
lentat ious, relaxed and pleasant 
atmosphere of the gallery allows 
the viewer to focu9 on the art 
without distraction, enhancing Its 
enjoyment and appreciation. 

Museums and art galleries are 
places where the public can enjoy, 
share In, and be Inspired by the 
seemingly limitless resource of 
human creativity. In Bisharat’s 
words, "museums are the trophies 
of stabilltyl". 

Jordan's National Gallery is un- 
doubtedly a jewel in our crown. It 
coats the public nothing to treat 
themselves to a visit.

ONCE AGAIN the Business and 
Professional Women's Club has 
been busy holding seminars, and 
recently they had one on Pension 
and Social Security Laws. Inviled 
speakers were Hmoud El-Nigdawi 
Director of Legal Affairs at the 
Ministry of Finance, and Ali issa 
Director of the Department of Pu- 
blication and Information in Social 
Security. 

The seminar aimed at enrighlen- 
fng women about their legal rlghls 
and obligations, and put forth 
some recommedations for deve- 
loping these laws for the benefit of 
women.

(The seminar recom- 
mendod that she be able to keep 
both pensions.) The positive 
aspect for a woman Is that she 
can ask for her pension after 15 
years of employment, white a man 
can do so only after 20.

As of 1 June, 
1987 a chance was given to every 
citizen to be covered by Social 
Security. 

There are six branches of insu- 
rance under the Social Security 
Law. and they are to be im- 
plemented stage by stage. The 
two which have been applied since 
1980 are: Insurance against work 
injuries and occupational dis- 
eases, and insurance against ill- 
ness. old age. and death. The faw 
applies to more than 400042 la- 
bourers not subject to the Civil 
Pension Law. 

Presently, he said, Social Se- 
curity is contemplating taking a 
step into the future by implement- 
ing health insurances since this 
was previously subject to certain 
sectors and not to all members of 
the public. 

'Issa mentioned that foreign em- 
ployees are paid compensation If 
they decide to leave the country 
permanantiy. They are either paid 
directly, provided that they have 
paid monthly contributions for 24 
months or more, or by transferring 
the r payments to their country of 
residence upon the completion of 
24 months. 

Article 4 /a of the Social Secur- 
ity Law specifies that 'The provi- 


sions of this faw shall apply to all 
labourers, who are not under 16 
years of age, without any discrimi- 
nation as to nationality, and re- 
gardless of the duration and form 
of (he contract, or the nature or 
amount of the wages, whether the 
work Is to be performed mainly 
within or outside the Kingdom, and 
without prejudice to the provisions 
of International agreements regu- 
lating the rules for double insu- 
rance." 

The women attending the semi- 
nar were advised to contribute to 
Social Security since it helps In 
protecting them and their families. 
Also. Issa used this opportunity to 
make women fee! more Indepen- 
dent as Individuals In the commun- 
ity and the home. He hoped that 
they would have more privll eges 
in the law. Social Security, he con- 
cluded, is the right of the Individual 
and community. It depends on 
positive participation where wor- 
kers contribute In helping themsel- 
ves. 

Similarly, the Pension Law is 
part of Social Security. It has been 
n existence ever since 1941 when 
the Military Pension Law was iss- 
ued. The Old Age Pension is a 
branch of insurance, and the Inva- 
lidity Pension comes into effect in 
the event of permanent incapacity 
leading to termination of em- 
ployment. For instance, if you ara 
earning JD 100 and have an ac- 
cident at work resulting In per- 
manent partial disability of 50% 
you will receive JD 37.5.

, Gore has now taken to describing himself 
as a "raging moderate." The claim is made 
more credible by the activities of hls wife, 
Tipper, who has achieved national attention 
with her crusade against sexually sugges- 
tive rock lyrics. Tipper has been condemned 

The Democrats 

as a would-be censor — a charge that does 
nothing tor her husband's effort to become 
the candidate of a "new generation." 

On the other hand, Gore, now the father 
of four, does admit to having smoked mari- 
'uana on a few occasions. 

Bruce Babbitt is the only other con- 
fessed former pot-smoker in the race. It Is 
an acknowledgement that takes some of 
the stiffness out of the former Arizona gov- 
ernor's rather professorial manner. Some 
pundits have hailed Babbitt as the most in- 
tellectually Intriguing candidate In the De- 
mocratic race. 

While It has yet to translate Into measur- 
able support In the polls, Babbitt's controv- 
ersial call for higher taxes to reduce the 
federal deficit is winning him attention from 
certain political reporters who commend his 
"courage" and "honesty.” 

By proposing imposition of a five per cent 


value-added tax as wall ae a levy on federal 
pension benefits for relatively affluent re- 
tirees, Babbitt has ventured Into territory off 
limits to all his rivals. They are mindful of 
the hostility generated by Waller Mondale In 
hls 1984 race against Ronald Reagan when 
he, too, recommended a tax hike. 

But Babbit I, believing he has nothing to 
lose, has repeatedly highlighted his solitary 
stance, at one point rising from hls chair in 
the middle of a candidate debate to answer 
a question aboul the deficit and challenging 
his opponents also to “stand up" to fiscal 
realities. More in keeping with hls eight-year 
performance in the Arizona state house 
Babbitt takes conventionally liberal pos- 
itions on most other Issues. 

He favours federal subsidies for child- 
care centres, for example, and opposes 
Contra funding and Star Ware deployment. 
Although he Is a practising Catholic and fa- 
ther of two sons, 53-year-okl Babbitt also 
defends the right to abortion. 

To capitalise In the South on hls Sunbelt 
roots, Babbitt must finish at least third In 
either Iowa or New Hampshire. Election 
laws prevent him from using a large portion 
of hls family wealth for hie campaign, and 
he badly needs to convince potential contri- 
butors that a startling upset Is possible. 

Help will certainly not be forthcoming 
from labour leaders, however, who remem- 
ber that Babbitt mobilized the National 
Guard to “restore order" during a bitter 
1083 strike by Arizona copper miners.

What is surprising Is the reac- 
i tion from the West.

The day they leave the unrest will 
cease. As simple as that. 

The true tragedy of the situation 
lies In the fact that the recent out- 
breaks of violence remove us even 
further from any real chance for 
meaningful negotiations and any 
hope of achieving a comprehen- 
sive peace with all our neighbours. 

No government, nor any political 
body, would agree to start nego- 
tiating under threat of street J 
violence. “

The EC 
statement : 

A turning 

point 


THE STATEMENT the Euro- 
pean Community EC Issued 
after the meeting of Its foreign 
ministers In Bonn earlier this 
week came at a time when 
Israel seemed to have defied 
the will of the world commun- 
ity that condemned tho Zion- 
ist state's repressive mea- 
sures In occupied territories. 

But the EC statement con- 
stitutes a major turning point 
In world reaction to the neo- 
Nazi practices of Israel be- 
cause It was Issued after a 
candid talk, which la the first 
of its kind, with His Majesty 
King Hussein. The EC foreign 
ministers opted to listen to a 
deep and committed Insight 
on the deteriorating situation 
In the occupied territories be- 
fore they Issued their state- 
ment 

The King's warning to 
Europe and to the whole 
world could not have been 
expressed In clearer lan- 
guage. “The Middle East, 
Europe, Indeed the whole 
world” His Majesty said, 
"cannot afford another 
opportunity for peace In the 
region.” The time la ripe right 
now for a serious commit- 
ment to the cause of peace In 
thla part of the world. Israel's 
foot-dragging on the Issue Is 
only going to lead this region, 
and probably the world, to 
unforeseen dangers. 

The statement of the EC 
foreign ministers, while con- 
demning Israel's action in the 
strongest terms, Is viewed In 
the Arab world aa only a first 
step towards a major West 
European Involvement In any 
future formula to achieve a 
peaceful solution to the situa- 
tion In the Middle East. 

The geographical proximity 
between Europe ana the Arab 


world and their shored histor- 
ical entanglement make K Im- 


perative tor Europe to take a 
much, more aotlve rple In 
seeing to it that stability and 
peace are restored to . this 
region, 

The Arab world looks- for- 
ward to seeing s dear Euro- 
pean effort In putting some 
pressure op Washington to 
rescue it from its total bias 
towards ,tha positions of the 
extremist elements In Israeli 
society. The EC ..can really 
contribute a lot to the cause 
of peace in this part of the 
world If It begins to assure 
this Important task of winning' 
Washington back to a neutral, 
and objective position vis-air 
vis the situation In our region. 


ThB current posturing between Sudan’s government 
and the southern rebels led by John Garang may or 
may not lead to lasting peace In the country, but It 
highlights a conflict rooted in decades of blunders 
and colonial schemes that led to the birth of 
present- day Sudan.

LONDON — The breakthrough 1 
now awaited in the Sudanese con- 
frontation between Khartoum and 1 
the southern rebels led by John i 
Garang would be a welcome de- 
parture, if it materializes, from the 
decades of blunders and miscal- , 
culatlons by colonial and national 
leaders. 

The war now raging in southern 1 
Sudan arguably is an Indirect re- 1 
suit of the juxtaposition made in 
the closing years of the 19th cen- 1 
tury by imperialist Europe of two 
discrepant cultures: the Arab Isla- 
mic north and the African animlat 
and Christian south. 

When the country became In- 
dependent in 1956, war between 
north and south had raged for one 
year. It continued for 17 bloody 
years and halted only when the 
deposed President Jaafar Al- 
Nimelri <1969-1985) reached an 
agreement in Addis Ababa with 
the rebel forces, the Anya-Anya, 
which gave the south autonomy 
within the framework of a united 
Sudan. The soiths three pro- 
vinces were u -Ifi id, a movement 
which served fr enhance the 
interests of tha dominant Dinka 
tribe. 

A regional government account- 
able to Khartoum was set up in 
what promised to be the beginning 
of a large-fcale decentralization. 
Moreover, the vice-presidency In 
the Khartoum government Itself 
was reserved for a southerner for 
the first time In the history of Su- 
danese politics. 

Sudan seemed to be moving at 
last toward national Integration. 
But It was rather a fragile unity, 
whose worst shortcoming was the 
country's near total lack of Infras- 
tructure, especially communica- 
tions. Isolated from the rest ot the * 
country by Its Inaccessibility, the 
south remained distinctively south. 
Forging a 'Sudanese nation* re- 
mained a distant dream and, with 
the economy decidedly on the de- 
cline, the cultural discrepancy re- 
mained. « raw wound. 

Added to this was the nature pf 
Nimelrl’s reign. Following the! coup 
d'etat which brought him to power 
In .1969, he formed a government 
largely with oommunist elements 
which Iwo years later ha crushed 
ruthlessly. Nlmefrl then began 
working his way lo the right 
across the political spectrum. Two 
years before hla downfall, he de- 
clared hlmaelf an Imam (Muslim 
religious leader) and sought all- 
iance with the' Muslim Brother- 
hood. 

Jpat as he was acknowledged 
to be a great survivor,. It was hla 
politically nomadic existence 
which finally took Its toll on him. 
Knowing that he had run out of 
tricks .and -allies, he decided to 
play one last card. That waa the 
Imposition, overnight of Shari'a, or 
Islamic Lpw, In September 1983. It 
was one . presidential decree 
that took even the. Islamic north; 

, elitist and. oloae to the centres of. 
power, by surprise. The norther-,, 
ners gave It a cautious welcome. 
But the move was devastating, 
'.news In the-south — - more so be- 
cause of his preceding decision to- 
divide the region Into Ite former. 

• three provinces, Equmpriai Bahr 
- Al-Ghazal ahd Upper Nlfe. ; 


The war erupted again as regio- 
nal leaders saw the move as a be- 
trayal of the Addis Ababa 
agreement. It seemed Ironic that 
the man whose earlier policies had 
ted to an historic agreement and 
peace should be the chief Instig- 
ator of a relapse to violence. 

The Shari'a proved to be the fid- 
opener ot a faulty melting pot. In 
May 1983, four months before the 
introduction of Shari’a, two re- 
giments of the Borr garrison In the 
Upper Nile province mutinied and 
went into the bush to protest a 
decision to transfer them to the 
north. John Garang, the leader of 
Sudan People's Liberation Army 
(SPLA), happened to be there on a 
visit from Khartoum. So he joined 
the rebel troops. The mutiny was 
put down two months later. But 
Shari'a was one month away. 

Garang' s military struggle In the 
south played a considerable role 
In Nlmeiri's downfall but that 
achievement was not enough, 
especially since the legacy reft to 
the new government In the north 
remained enigmatic. 

Talks held at Kokadam in March 
1986 made it clear that the abro- 
gation of Shari'a was a top priority 
for the SPLA. That view met the 
blessings of the Umma Party, 
whose leader Sadlq El-Mahdl Is 
now the prime minister, But. In 
some political quarters in Khar- 
toum, an abrogation of Shari’a 
seemed tantamount to a U-turn at 
the threshold of Heaven. 

The talks, Indeed, were boycot- 
ted by two major parties, the De- 
mocratic Unionist Party, which 
later entered an uneasy govern- 
mental coalition with the Umma 
Party, and the National’ Islamic 
Front which became the opposi- 
tion party. 

Two years on the stalemate re- 
. mains unresolved. Garang's SPLA 
Is fighting both the government 
troops and the surrogate militia 
Anya-Anya 2 — the latter over 
dominance In the south itself. 

The SPLA even managed to 
capture the major town of Kormok, 
northeast of the provincial capital 
Juba and 326 miles (520).km) sou- 
theast of Khartoum and the 
smaller town of Glssan In late 
1987 and hold on to them for more 
than a month. 

A Sudanese mediator, however, 
succeeded In bringing his govern- 
ment arid the SPLA together wltt 
Its political wing, the Sudan Peo- 
ple's Liberation Movement 
(SPLM), to the negotiating table in 
London on 30 November 1987, 
The government was represented 
by the minister of state for 
defence, the chief of staff and the 
head of military Intelligence, and 
the SPLA by Its chlef.of staff and 
four members of Its London office.

; days, marked a shift In the SPLA 
stance. While In the past It had 
, vehemently rejected the post- 
NlmelH constitution, after the par-
